PRICES EDGING UPWARD 
IT WAS A foregone conclusion when the 
steel strike was called by the union that it 
would end sometime, and that when it end­ 
ed prices generally would resume their up­ 
w ard climb, an ascent which had been 
slowed almost to a standstill in recent 
months. Higher steel wages invariably re­ 
sult in higher prices for steel, and those in­ 
creases set a chain reaction in motion. 
Prices of automobiles are marked 
up. 
building construction costs edge upward, 
appliances cost more. 
Prices have already started 
their 
up­ 
w ard swing. Indices no longer contain any 
m inus signs but all listings are in the plus 
column. While none of the increases are 
large, spiraling prices have a pattern of 
inching upward in minute advances that 
become m ajor price increases over a pe­ 
riod of a y ear or two. 
W ith a 
labor shortage continuing 
in 
m a ny categories and all components of the 
economy booming ahead at or near top lev­ 
el of activity , the pattern of a definitely ad­ 
vancing price swing that is now setting in 
could develop into a threat of runaway in­ 
flation. Economists, 
who were 
a I most 
unanim ously predicting a letdown in busi­ 
ness activity , although of slight propor­ 
tions, for the latter half of the y ear, now 
are nearly as unanimous in forecasting 
that the y e ar will end in a business boom. 
Minor price increases, if part of 
a gen­ 
eral trend, almost inevitably set off a buy ­ 
ing spree as the incentive to buy before 
prices advance further becomes 
a m ajor 
force in business activity .

TAX CHANGES OVERDUE 
T H E R E IS increasing criticism of fed­ 
eral income tax laws. to* which Harry H. 
Heim ann: ex ecutive vice president of the 
National Association of Credit Men, adds 
his voice. 
Declaring that the income tax does great 
h a r m to the country and m akes sharecrop­ 
pers of the citizenry , Heimann say s the 
real danger is the breakdown of spiritual 
values. There are ineq uities, unfairness, 
confusion and technicalities. These lower 
respect for government. Too m any consid­ 
er it fashionable to beat the law when thev 
can. 
Having said these sharply critical things, 
am ong others, Heimann proposes that

all. Under ex isting conditions, he warns, 
there will be a serious tax revolt.

claptrap pronouncement to the effect that 
the “ rich” are being favored. 
The income tax , as a safe and effective 
way of deriving money from the citizens in 
support of high spending programs, is run­ 
ning out. Demogogic stances

will only put off the needed changes.
